Plans for south Niagara hospital moving ahead

The $26.2-million planning proc¬ 
ess for a south Niagara hospital on the 
outskirts of Niagara Falls is going “full 
steam ahead,” says Niagara Falls Mayor 
Jim Diodati. 

Niagara Health System recently 
formed a planning committee to steer 
the organization through the planning 
grant process to look at both a new hos¬ 
pital at Montrose and Lyon’s Creek Rds. 
and two urgent-care centres. 

The committee is comprised of rep¬ 
resentatives from NHS, Hamilton-Nia-

Welland Mayor Frank Campion, 
chairman of the city's health-care com¬ 
mittee, had hoped to attend to rally, but 
it fell on the same day as his city coun¬ 
cil orientation meeting.

Festive RIDE launch 
results in multiple arrests

Seven drivers were arrested and six 
more had their licences suspended dur¬ 
ing the first night of the Niagara Regional 
Police Festive RIDE campaign. 

The NRP increases its RIDE presence 
every holiday season and two officers 
worked checkpoints in Niagara Falls and 
St. Catharines Saturday night. 

Around 400 vehicles were checked, 
with 34 roadside breath tests adminis¬ 
tered. That led to seven drivers being 
arrested for impaired driving-related 
charges. Officers also handed out six 

provincial offence notices for issues such

as G2 drivers with alcohol in their system 
or document-related offences. 

Police said in Niagara Falls, officers 
ticketed a driver who was texting on his 
cellphone as he pulled into the check- 

Another driver admitted to having 
smoked marijuana earlier in the day, but 
was not found to be impaired. 

“Police wish to remind drivers that it 
is an offence to operate a motor vehicle 
when impaired either by alcohol or any 
illegal or prescription drugs,” the NRP 
said in a release about the RIDE launch. 



Niagara officer given award for bravery

Niagara police officer Jacob Smits 
has been awarded an Ontario Medal for 
Police Bravery. 

Smits, a constable with the Niagara 
Regional Police, is among 16 firefighters 
and six police officers receiving Ontario’s 
top honours for bravery. The announce¬ 
ment was made last week by the Ontario 
government 

On July 24,2012, Smits was involved in 
a brief foot chase with an 18-year-old sus¬ 
pect wanted for a minor probation viola¬ 
tion. The incident happened near River 
Rd. and Otter St. in Niagara Falls. 

At one point, the suspect jumped over 
the concrete retaining wall and fell down 


the hill toward the gorge. In an attempt 
to stop him from falling, Smits also went 
over the wall. 

At an inquest earlier this year, Smits 
said he told the suspect to stop, fearing 
he might be injured. He reported seeing 
him on the other side and went going 
over the wall to save him from falling. 

Both men fell into the gorge area. The 
suspect did not survive, and Smits suf¬ 
fered major injuries and did not return to 
work until February 2013. 

An independent body from the fire¬ 
fighting and policing communities rep¬ 
resenting all Ontario regions determines 
medal recipients. 

A total of 253 Ontario police bravery 
medals have been awarded since 1975.

Kids get push to start skating

Dale Vernelli tried skating 
once. He didn't have much suc- 

He wants to get back on the ice 

"It just seems like it would 
really be fun to be able to skate,” 
said the eightb-grader at St Mary 
Catholic School in Welland. 

He’s excited knowing he'll 
soon be able to leant, with assist¬ 
ance from PenFinanrial Credit 
Union's award-winning Skates 
for Kids program, which is sup¬ 
ported by a number of commu- 
nitypartners and which launched 
its collection program last week 

Through the Skates for Kids 
program, two Niagara elemen¬ 
tary schools are chosen each 
year to receive donated pairs of 
skates for each student to take to 

St Mary was selected to bene¬ 


fit through the 2014-15 campaign 
because it’s considered a high 
needs school, with many chil¬ 
dren and their families living at 
or below the poverty line. Most of 
these students have never been 
afforded the luxury of learning to 
skate, participate in on-ice recre¬ 
ation programs or organized ice 
sports because they don’t own a 
pair of skates. 

“They live in this (arena) com¬ 
munity, but many of them have 
never accessed the arena,” said 
acting principal Scott Root 

“This could lead to a life¬ 
changing opportunity for some 
of these kids.” 

He hopes to have St Mary stu¬ 
dents walking to the nearby facil¬ 
ity once a week, after Skates for 
Kids wraps up early in the new 

^ St. Alfred Catholic Elemen¬ 
tary School in St Catharines will 
also benefit from this year’s cam- 


The program goal is to even¬ 
tually supply every elementary 
school in Niagara with ice skates 
available to all students. This year 
the aim is to accumulate 700pairs 
of skates and 700 helmets. 

“When we announced to 
the kids last month they had 
been chosen, they were all very 
excited,” program co-ordina- 
tor Josh Juhlke said during the 
collection campaign launch at 
Welland Arena. 

“I can’t stress just how much

It is time to start thinking about getting the Flu vaccine. Each year an average of 20,000 people are 
hospitalized, and between 2,000 and 8,000 Canadians can die of influenza and its complications. Those 
most likely to suffer complications of the flu are the most vulnerable; children under two and adults 

shot only provides protection up to 12 months; immunization is required each year. This year’s flu shot 
protects against the H1N1 flu virus as well as two other strains of flu. October to mid-November is the 
best time for immunization, but the vaccine may still be given in winter months.
